Shuttle cutoff rumor unconfirmed

A Florida newspaper story claiming 
the White House and NASA officials are 
considering eliminating the West Coast 
Space Shuttle launch site planned for 
Vandenberg AFB could not be confirmed 
today by the Record. 


Besides the elimination of Vandenberg 
launch facilities, the Cocoa Beach Today 
reported NASA and White House of­ 
ficials confirmed President Carter is 
considering shaving the number of space 
shuttle orbiters from five to three. 


The difference in cost between five or- 
biter spacecraft and two launch sites and 
three orbiters and one launch site is ap­ 
proximately $1.5 billion. 
The Florida story said a report from 
the Office of Management and Budget to 
Carter triggered the Presidential study 
of possible cutbacks. 
Further the story claimed OMB of­ 
ficials took the Defense Department to 
task in the report over the amount of 
money spent in preparing for the shuttle 
program at Vandenberg. 
NASA has primary responsibility for 
the shuttle program, but the DoD has 
plans for launching military payloads 


from Vandenberg. 
"NASA is not considering eliminating 
o rb ite rs four and five or launch 
c a p a b i l i t i e s 
a t 
V a n d e n b e rg 
AFB,"claim ed NASA spokesman Bill 
O’Donnell today in Washington, D.C. 
"A s far as NASA is concerned,” 
O’Donnell continued, "our intent is to go 
with five orbiters. 
"But it is always a possibility if the 
President says cutback — he’s the boss 
and what he says goes. 
“ It’s budget tim e," added O’Donnell, 
"and rumors like that go around every 
year at this time 
"NASA is hoping to get the same 


amount they were budgeted last year,” 
O’Donnell said. 
At the DoD in Washington, Capt. C.J. 
Wax, who mans the space desk in the 
public information office, said he was 
unaware of any Defense Department 
plans to cut back on their shuttle ac­ 
tivities. 
A White House spokesman said he 
could not discuss what is being con­ 
sidered in the budget and that no deci­ 
sions would be announced until late 
January. 
The spokesman, Jim Purks, was at­ 
tributed in the Florida story as saying 
the rumored cutbacks were "part of the 
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P r e sid e n t’ s o v e ra ll b u d get co n ­ 
siderations." 
"U n fortu n ately ,” P urks told the 
Record today, “ that reporter put words 
into my mouth." 
"Knowing him,” said Purks referring 
to Carter, "he insists on getting all 
recommendations in front of him and 
hearing them out and that (shuttle cut­ 
backs) could conceivably be one of 
them.” 
A budget analyst in OMB who oversees 
the space program, Ronald Konkel, 
refused to comment on the reported cut­ 
backs. 
Space and Missile Systems Command, 
Los Angeles, said they have nothing to 
say on the report at this time and are 
searching the question through their 
chain of command. 
Today quotes Capt. John Lawrence of 
Vandenberg’s Space and Missile Test 
Center (SAMTEC), as saying the Air 
F o rc e h as sp en t $30 m illio n at 
Vandenberg on a series of studies since 
1970 on designing the shuttle program 
here. 


possible cutback. 
He said his subcommittee would use 
information gathered at Vandenberg in 
reviews of Defense Department budget 
requests for fiscal year 1979, which 
begins Oct. 1. 
He said the information would be used 
in determining whether or not and at 
what cost Congress should support 
defense programs. 
In Washington, Jack Scott of Congres­ 
sman Robert J. Lagomarsino’s office 
said he had no knowledge of a possible 
space shuttle cutback. 
About three months ago, however, he 
said he had received an inquiry from the 
L o m po c C h am b er of C o m m e rce 
regarding a speech by then-Office of 
Management and Budget Director Bert 
Lance about a possible cutback. 
Scott said the congressman wrote two 
letters, one to OMB, the other to NASA 
He said that both agencies answered 
that, while cutbacks were always possi­ 
ble, "nothing was anticipated at that 
tim e."

New VAFB 
exchange 
planned

A new 56,000-square-foot b ase e x ­ 
change is scheduled to be built at 
Vandenberg AFB late next year, the 
Record has learned. 
In the works for the last few years, the 
new exchange is in the design stage and 
scheduled to begin construction in 
S e p te m b e r. 1978, a c c o r d in g to 
Vandenberg public information officer 
Maj. Richard Kline. The building should 
be completed in August, 1979 
Kline said the exchange will be located 
in front of the bowling alley and Security 
Pacific National Bank on the current 
parking area The post office and credit 
union will flank the new facility 
There is no indication yet of the cost of 
the complex. Kline said, but bids should 
go out sometime early next year 
The one-story structure will be built in 
a mall-style, according to Kline, with a 
variety of retail shops 
Although Kline said the new building 
iMNtld not provide any large increaae In 
tloor space over existing exchange 
(soiltties 
he said it would consolidate 
the operations under one roof. 
Exchange contractors who sell almost 
all types of department store merchan­ 
dise are now spread out in different 
buildings over about a five-block stretch, 
Kline said 
"You just reach a certain time when 
vou have to update and modernize," said 
Kline, explaining the decision to build 
the exchange at Vandenberg. "and we 
just reached a time when we needed a 
new facility.”

City, county 
at odds over 
park curfew

City and county opinions were at odds 
todav over curfew law enforcement at 
Lompoc’s River Park pending a summit 
meeting of key officials 
At stake was a determination on which 
curfew law would be enforced at the 
sprawling park located in county area 
east of the City of Lompoc s eastern 
boundarv The city’s curfew for youths 
under 18 years of age is midnight on 
weekdays and 1 a m on weekends; the 
county’s is 10 p m every day of the 
week Both sides were agreed, however, 
that they would enforce other laws in­ 
cluding those of the penal code. 


Lt Don McCormick, chief of sheriff’s 
patrol functions in the Solvang-Lompoc 
area said his deputies could enforce the 
city's curfew hours, but only if the 
department has the consent of the city 
chief of police in writing McCormick 
said todav that he did not have the writ­ 
ten consent and for that reason would be 
enforcing the county’s law if he enforced 
anv curfew law "We use curfew as a 
tool.” McCormick said "We don’t pick 
up youths and invoke the law unless 
there’s a problem ” 


City Police Chief J D Smith said it 
was hrs belief that sheriff’s personnel 
have the power to enforce city laws in 
the park Presumably that would include 
curfew laws, but Smith conceded that 
the understanding he talked about did not 
specifically refer to River Park 


Meanwhile Sheriff John W ( arpenter 
said he was mustering one of his top 
aides to look into the question and try to 
resolve any differences of opinion 


The whole question took on added 
significance this week in anticipation of 
a rock concert that had been scheduled 
for River Park on Dec. 18 
However, that concert was canceled in 
the last day or two, according to city 
park department personnel 


Lawrence confirmed his statements 
today, adding that the studies indicated 
$200 million could be saved if the Air 
Force modified existing facilities for the 
shuttle program, rather than duplicate 
elaborate facilities at Kennedy Space 
Center constructed for the Apollo mis- 
tion. 
Lawrence also confirmed a statement 
hat, "the overall cost to be borne by the 
\ir Force at Vandenberg for the shuttle 
srogram amounts to $600 million to $700 
million 
Lawrence said he had received no in­ 
dication that the shuttle program would 
be cut back or that the launch site at 
Vandenberg would be canceled. 
But he said that based on the Today ar­ 
ticle it would seem "the question the ad­ 
ministration is asking now is ... Do we 
need the Space Shuttle at Vandenberg?” 
Lawrence said that on Nov. 15 and 16 
professional staff members from three 
governm ent com m ittees on " f a c t ­ 
finding” missions toured Vandenberg 
facilities, not only studying the shuttle 
program, but others as well. 
He said one staff member represented 
the House Appropriations, M ilitary 
C onstruction 
Su b com m ittee, 
one 
represented the Senate Appropriations, 
Military Construction Subcommittee and 
the third represented the House Commit­ 
tee on Armed Services 
Lawrence said he briefed the men on 
the aforementioned studies and that they 
basically were concerned with what 
Vandenberg needed to conduct the shut­ 
tle program, and why. 
Peter Scrivner, the Armed Services 
Committee staffer — on the Military In­ 
stallations and Facilities subcommittee 
— said today he knew nothing about a 


NASA this morning, but said, “ No one 
has heard of anything.” 
Scott said that NASA’s last business in 
Washington was regarding a $100 million 
cost overrun in one segment of its shuttle 
program 
He said NASA asked that $100 million 
be transferred from the construction 
program budget to the Design, Develop­ 
ment, Test and Evaluation program 
budget, which had the overrun. This 
move would delay construction of the 
third, fourth and fifth shuttle orbiters. 
Scott said that $142 million was ap­ 
propriated for fiscal year 1978 for the 
construction of the last three orbiters, 
but the appropriation bill contained a 
clause that said the money couldn’t be 
spent until both the House and the Senate 
approved the shuttle technology 
He said the legislators wanted to be 
certain that NASA "didn’t get halfway 
into the program and then find out the 
technology wasn’t there and come back 
for more money.” 
Wind tunnel tests on the orbiter 
spacecraft have shown the frame of the 
spacecraft has to be strengthened, 
NASA officials told the congressional 
committee. 
Several serious fires also broke out in 
the main engines of the orbiter during 
testing. 
Kennedy Space Center in Florida is the 
prime shuttle launch site 
The first 
launch of the sh u ttle from C ape 
Canaveral is scheduled for some time 
between March and June 1979 
Vandenberg is on line to enter the 
program with the first launch scheduled 
for late 1982 from Space Launch 
Complex (SLC) 6 on the southside of the 
base

For some of the Americans doing time 
in Mexican jails, the return home today 
means little more than a prison-to-prison 
transfer. But the key word is "hom e," 
and none of them lamented the future as 
they packed for the trip. 
"I feel great I just want to go home," 
said Patricia Bartz, 26, of Milwaukee 
i t ’ll be so good to get back to America, 
to people I can talk to, where there s 
justice.” 
Miss Bartz — who has served four 
years of a seven-year sentence on a drug 
conviction — is one of 61 American 
citizens to be flown from Mexico City to 
San Diego today aboard the first flight in 
the 
U S -Mexico prisoner exchange 
treaty At least 237 Americans are ex­ 
pected to be home by Christmas — some 
to finish their sentences in stateside 
jails, others to apply for parole 
In the prisoner swap, 38 Mexican 
citizens — the first of about 300 serving 
time in American jails — were to leave 
San Diego 


United Press International 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance flew to 
the Middle East today to seek support for 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat’s peace 
drive as Arab leaders intensified efforts 
to mend a rift that has plunged the Arab 
world into its worst crisis since the crea­ 
tion of Israel. 
Before he left Brussels for Cairo, 
Vance said the United States and Russia 
are in direct conflict on next week's 
Cairo conference. He said Moscow does 
not consider the talks bringing together 
Egypt, Israel, the United States and the 
U N Secretary General as useful, while 
Washington sees it as "a useful step 
forward." 
But Vance, beginning a six-nation Mid­ 
dle East tour, said the Soviets still are 
interested in working toward a compre­ 
hensive Mideast settlement, adding that 
what Moscow wants is a full-scale 
Geneva peace conference. 


In Tel Aviv, Israel announced it is 
bolstering its delegation to the Cairo con­ 
ference with the inclusion of a general 
for discussing military and security is­ 
sues The addition of Maj. Gen. Avraham 
Tamir, 53, head of the arm y’s planning 
branch, will make Israel’s delegation 
equal in status to that of Egypt, which 
has already named a general as a 
delegate 


At the sam e time, a senior Israeli 
governm ent o fficial 
said 
Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan, despite official 
denials, held a secret meeting last 
weekend with a high-ranking Egyptian 
official The official did not identify the 
Egyptian but the newspaper Haaretz 
said it was Deputy Prime Minister Has- 
san Tahmi. 
The site of the meeting was not dis­ 
closed. Haaretz said it took place Dec 3. 
Arab world leaders stepped up media­ 
tion efforts to heal the rift bettween 
Egypt and hardline Arab states over 
Sadat's efforts for peace with Israel. 
Syrian President Hafez Assad arrived 
in the Persian Gulf state of Kuwait today 
from Saudi Arabia where he held lengthy 
discussions with King Khaled and Crown 
Prince Fahd. 
The Syrians have severely criticized 
Sadat for his overtures to the Israelis, 
but have turned to oil-rich Saudi Arabia 
and Kuwait to save what is left of Arab 
unity following Sadat's visit to Israel. 
The Saudis, while opposed to the 
Sadat’s Middle East peace approach, are 
also concerned with the effects of the op­ 
position to Sadat on Arab unity. 
Jordan's King Hussein flew to Saudi 
Arabia today from Cairo talks in which 
he voiced cautious support for Sadat’s 
drive to achieve a Middle East peace set­ 
tlement 
Negotiators reach pact 
to aid states with welfare 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — House and 
Senate negotiators today reached agree­ 
ment on the first of many issues holding 
up legislation to bail out the financially 
ailing Social Security program. 
Hie agreement — concerned not with 
Social Security itself but with welfare — 
was to provide $187 million to state and 
local governments to help them meet the 
burden of welfare costs Another $187 
million would be provided next year in 
other legislation 
That left many other issues still to be 
decided 
White House deputy press secretary 
Rex Granum said today President 
Carter expects the Social Security 
financing bill will be completed this 
year. "We are making progress on this,” 
Carter told a group of senior citizen 
leaders at a briefing on the Panama 
Canal today. 
He said, however, that the president 
"is concerned that the final legislation 
not place an undue burden at the expense 
of the working people and for the benefit 
of the more affluent." 
"It is our hope and expectation" that 
both the social security bill and Carter s 


energy package will be completed this 
vear.” Granum added 


Two key members of Congress have 
been working behind the scenes for 
several days on a compromise bill, and 
today they were trying to sell it to other 
members of congress 


Sen Russell Long, D-La , chairman of 
the Senate Finance Committee, and Rep. 
Al Ullman, D-Ore., chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Committee, 
worked out the proposal in recent private 
talks.

The commission last April,

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Farmers' strike prepared 
THE BETTER HALF. 


United Press International 
Bitter-cold temperatures set­ 
tled across the midlands of 
America today as dissident 
farmers, demanding break­ 
even prices for their crops, 
warmed up their tractors and 
headed for state capitals in sup­ 
port of a nationwide strike. 
Agriculture Secretary Bob 
Bergland addressed a National 
Farmers Organization meeting 
in Omaha Thursday night and 
said he supported demands for 
100 percent parity — market 
prices equal to the cost of 
production plus a reasonable 
profit. But the administration’s 
chief agriculture official said 
he doubted the goal could be 
achieved. 
“ I certainly support the 
objectives of those who seek 
full parity income,” Bergland 


said 
‘I think there’s nothing 
wrong with that as a stated 
principle.” 
But Bergland said a guaran­ 
teed cost of production would 
result in ” 10 percent land infla­ 
tion at least,” forcing produc­ 
tion costs and, eventually, food 
prices, up 
Meanwhile, thousands of 
farmers from Washington to 
Louisiana and Delaware to 
Texas drove American flag- 
bedecked tractors, combines, 
pickup trucks and other farm 
implements to their capitals for 
solidarity rallies scheduled for 
Saturday 
The strike, during 
which producers will sell no 
products and buy no equipment 
or supplies, is set to begin 
Wednesday 
Je rry Green, a soybean 
farmer in Sicily Island. La., 


said the farmers are seeking 
only fair treatment. 
“ In lots of cases, it’s costing 
us more to raise crops than 
we’re getting out of them,” he 
said. “ There’s a lot of farmers 
going out of business and in 
pretty bad shape, so we’re do­ 
ing just like the rest of the 
world, we re trying to do 
something about it.” 
In Dighton, Kan .. the children 
of Ed Schmalzreid lined up 
their toy farm equipment to 
emulate the convoys rolling 
across the prairie. On one of the 
miniature tractors was a hand- 
lettered sign “ We support the 
agriculture strike!” 
Signs on the convoy vehicles 
ranged from “ No barley, no 
beer” to “ Parity not charity.” 
Herb Brown, Springfield, 
Colo , stressed the strike effort 


is not directed at the govern­ 
ment. 


“ We do not feel we are being 
un-American by bringing our 
problems to light,” Brown said 
“ We don’t want people to feel 
that we are being disloyal to our 
country The first Americans 
were farmers and we feel like 
farming in America is a 
heritage. But there just isn’t 
any way we can continue 
without something being done 


Individual farm bureaus in 
various states adopted resolu­ 
tions against official participa­ 
tion in the strike, but some 
urged farmers to act according 
to their consciences. Fred 
Heringer, president of the 
79,000-member 
California 
Farm Bureau, the nation’s 
largest, said his group was 
prevented by law from taking 
part in the boycott 


And he said he doubted the 
strike would accomplish its 
purpose 


“ I sympathize with what 
these farmers are trying to do, 
but 1 don’t think their strike is 
going to have very much of an 
impact," Heringer said “ The 
amount of food available to the 
consumer is too plentiful for 
this thing to be successful

Drama is the breath 
of life to teacher

teacher at Cabrillo High School. Haupt's final determination to write his musical 
adaptation of the Dickens' classic came five years ago while traveling in Greece

Drama is to W yatt Haupt what 
breathing is to someone else. 
And he paces back and forth as he 
dramatically relives the real-life events 
leading up to the creation of this musical 
version of ‘‘A Christmas Carol,” now in 
production at the Lompoc Civic Theater. 
His attraction for Charles Dickens 
dates back to childhood in Los Angeles 
when he first saw the television play “ A 
Christmas Carol” and tell in love with 
the character of Ebenezer Scrooge. 
But even before that, there was the in­ 
fluence of his mother, Mary Haupt, who 
exposed him to the “ wonderful world of 
music, make believe, song and dance." 
As a child, he acted in films and televi­ 
sion. played the saxophone and clarinet 
and had a band of his own when he was 
10. the product of Ethel Meglin who 
started youngsters of 3 and 4 on the road 
to becoming musicians. 
At 14. Haupt played Mike Brenden, 
Jerry Lewis' roommate in the movie 
“ You're Never Too Young,” which also 
starred Dean Martin. 
Between the ages of 18 and 20 he was 
"infrequently” 
featured as 
Herbie 
Nichols in television episodes of “ Ozzie 
and Harriet " 
He doesn't think much of his acting 
ability back then But in non-speaking 
roles, he says. “ I think I was a good 
dress extra I learned an awful lot as an 
extra " 
By his own admission "a school bum,” 
Haupt started in the Theater Arts Dept, 
of Los Angeles City College in his late 
teens and went on to California State 
University at Los Angeles where, he 
says. “ I developed this romance for the 
classroom ” 
He obtained his master's degree in 
1967 from Cal State. L A , and periodical­ 
ly is working on his doctorate at the 
University of Oregon 
Currently he is (and has been since 
1969* teaching drama and English at 
Cabrillo High School 
In addition to his mother, other in­ 
fluences that inspired him to write the 
show included Bill Arnerich who. Haupt 
says, 
in my opinion is one of the finest 
teachers in the Lompoc Unified School 
District (professor of world literature) 
whose vision inspired me to follow the 
thoughts of his teachings, and those I 
traveled to Europe — first in England in 
1971." 
When he arrived in England, Haupt 
says he was up for two days and nights so 
impressed was he with the architec­ 
ture of Georgian-Victorian England 
“ And the only images I can recall," he 
says, “ were Dickens images.” 


But his second trip to Europe in 1972 
was far more influential because, he 
says, "it changed my life.” 
He traveled alone with backpack 
throughout the continent and it was while 
spending considerable time in England 
he first came up with the possibility of 
writing his own musical version of "A 
Christmas Carol.” 
It was finally in Greece, however, 
where the music as well as the content of 
the script emerged. 
“ The magical mythology and reality of 
Athens,” he says, “ served as a metaphor 
for Dickens’ England.” 
There, too, he found people who made 
him feel good about himself as a human 
being. 
And. finally, there was the love of peo­ 
ple surrounding him, he says, that 
“ causes vou to write or to express 
yourself creatively.” 
He wrote the book and songs for the 
original production of "A Christinas 
Carol.” following Dickens’ novel very 
carefully. It took him, he thinks, about 
three or four months to write. 
Haupt had it read and obtained the 
professional opinions of fellow teachers 
before producing it with students at 
Cabrillo High School in 1973. 
Co-producer was the LompoC- 
Vandenberg Branch of American As­ 
sociation of University Women. 
Last year, Haupt’s play was produced 
at Texas Lutheran College where reports 
indicate it was well received. 
Although it is copyrighted, presently 
he is trying to get it published. 


And though his main reason for getting 
the Lompoc Civic Theater involved in his 
production. Haupt says, was to involve a 
large number of people because “ that’s 
really what community theater is all 
about," he’s finding it a monumental 
task working with so large a cast. 
(The play has a cast of approximately 
30 plus an orchestra of piano, drums, 
bass, two trumpets, two saxophones and 
a guitar.) 


“ But that,” he says dramatically, "is 
what makes theater an organic, com­ 
munal celebration of life.” 
The play opened Thursday at the Civic 
Auditorium and will play again Dec. 9, 
10. 14, 15, 16 and 17 at 8 p.m. with a 
special matinee at 2 p.m. Dec. 17. 
The Dec 9 performance has been sold 
out. 


Tickets for all other performances, 
however, are available at Godden’s 
Organ and Piano Center, Baldwin Music. 
Executive Shop for M ai, and Kauff­ 
man’s as well as at the Civic Theater box 
office the night of the performance.

It would require a two-thirds 
vote by both houses of the state 
legislature to raise any other 
tax to make up for the tax cut 
Brown said he is open to 
suggestions from both parties 
for tax relief and he met Thurs­ 
day with six Republican state 
senators to hear their ideas 
"I have no pride of author­ 
ship If the Republicans have 
some good ideas, I think they 
should be made available."

The Suffolk County district 
attorney’s office said 15 of the 
suspects had been arrested by 
Thursday night and investiga­ 
tors were looking for seven 
other men, who were charged 
Wednesday in the sealed indict­ 
ment but were not directly in­ 
volved in the ring 


Two of the suspects were 
arrested in Atlanta and New 
York City. Authorities said 
others were being sought in 
Connecticut. Vermont, Mary­ 
land. Michigan and Florida. 


All 24 suspects were charged 
with 86 counts, including rape 
and indecent assault on minors. 
Officials said the indictments

NEW YORK (U P I) — Earl Campbell, 
the s ta r of T e x a s ' first-ra n k ed 
Longhorns, pledged Thursday to repre­ 
sent the standards of the Heisman 
Trophv while stating candidly he thought 
he deserved to win college football’s 
most prestigious award.

Campbell said turning toward his mother 
in the audience after receiving the 
trophv “So. Mom. I’m in trouble

really don't have words to express my

At a press conference following the 
dinner, also attended by Mrs. Campbell, 
the subdued Texas star expanded on his 
views 
“ I'm too happy to cry or sm ile," 
Campbell said 
"But, yes. I think I 
deserved it because I worked so hard for 
it Let me sum up my feeling If you had 
seen how hard I worked for it. you would 
say, Earl, you deserve it.’” 


The 220-pound runner, who said his 
favorite plaver is Pittsburgh Steeler star 
Franco Harris because of his all-around 
skills, wouldn't predict a winner in Tex­ 
as’ Cotton Bowl game with Notre Dame 
and said merely, “ the key to winning the 
game is concentration.’’ 
"I'm very happy and very proud.” said

Abdul-Jabbar and Benson kis­ 
sed and made up Tuesday night 
after their second meeting of 
the season, a 109-108 victory by 
the Inkers 
Abdul-Jabbar. who refused to 
shake Benson's hand in the 
center circle just before the 
opening game tipoff. sought out 
the former Indiana University 
player, grabbed his hand and 
said. “Good luck, man.” 
All a startled Benson could do 
was nod Later, Abdul-Jabbar 
and Benson, in their separate 
dressing rooms, said the feud 
was over and they wanted to 
quit talking about it. 
Retaliating from a vicious 
elbow to the stomach. Abdul- 
Jabbar broke his right hand on 
Benson's head with a blind side 


punch just 2 09 into their first 
meeting at Milwaukee Oct. 18. 
Benson suffered a mild concus­ 
sion 
NBA 
c o m m issio n e r 
Lawrence O’Brien levied a 
$5,000 fine against Abdul- 
Jabbar. who makes a reported 
$500,000 a year He didn’t fine 
Benson 
Both centers were severely 
criticized by the media. Abdul- 
Jabbar for his sneak punch and 
Benson for his thug-like tactics 
of the league's premier player. 
Abdul-Jabbar held a news 
conference and admitted his 
guilt. But he also blasted 
O'Brien for not fining Benson 
and said. “It's to my disadvan­ 
tage to play a strongarm game. 
Somebody else who can play 
that type of game has an advan­ 
tage when the rules are in­ 
terpreted that wav.” 
Benson played his college 
basketball under Bobby Knight, 
a coach who believes sport- 
swriters who cover his team 
should write nothing but posi­ 
tive things. Because of that and 
because he was pictured as a 
goon by some newspapers — 
and even criticized in Mil­ 
waukee — following the punch­ 
ing incident. Benson is natural­ 
ly suspicious of reporters

Benson probably was in­ 
timidated by the incident of 
Oct. 18 and by the Laker home 
crowd of 14,448 Abdul-Jabbar 
seemed to be able to set up as 
close to the basket as he 
wanted. 
The Lakers and the Bucks

M E X IC O C IT Y ( U P I) - 
Time was when Santa Claus 
never brought toys to Mexican 
children. They got all their gifts 
from the Three Kings on 
January 6. 
Now, the fat man in the red 
suit is as much a fixture of 
Christmas in Mexico as he is up 
north. 
Santa has not replaced the 
.three kings, Gaspar, Melchor 
and Baltasar. Lucky Mexican 
children just get gifts twice, on 
Christmas and Kings Day. 
Mexicans, especially in large 
cities, have also adopted the 
Christmas tree, in addition to 
the traditional “ nacimiento,” 
or creche. 
The Christmas season starts 
with the first posada, or inn, on 
Dec. 16. 
The event originated with 
early Spanish missionaries. 
They commemorated the wan­ 
derings of Mary and Joseph in 
search of lodging to teach In­ 
dians the Christmas story. 
In large cities and among 
many middle class families, the 
posada is being supplanted by a 
cocktail or a supper party. 
Today's posadas are a series 
of eight parties leading up to 
Christmas Eve, or “ Noche 
Buena,” the Good Night. 
Arriving guests divide into 
two groups. One group carries 
lighted candles and images of 
Mary and Joseph in a parade 
around the house. The march­ 
ers knock on the door and sing 
the posada song, a plea for a 
room at the inn. 
.-.The group inside refuses to 
* Jet the the other group in until 
I they reveal their identity. The 
'p U rty starts when they are 
- Welcomed. 
*• Refreshments include a spe- 
* rial punch made with guavas, 
rum, and an apricot-like fruit, 
tamales filled with spicy pork 
or chicken; and buñuelos, a 
large, crispy, fried cookie 
served with brown sugar sauce. 
Buñuelos derives from pañue­ 
los, or napkins, supposedly 
representing the diapers of the 
baby Jesus. 
No Christmas party is com­ 
plete without a piñata, a 
decorated clay jug filled with 
sugar cane, fruit, nuts, candied 
.• .orange peel and special Christ- 
;* *rtias candy called "colación.” 
*. Each guest, blindfolded in 
. turn, tries to break the piñata 
When it shatters, a free-for-all 
occurs, with everyone grabbing 
1 as much as he can 
Christmas Eve is the time for 
.family dinners and midnight 
£ {pass. Stuffed turkey is usually 
thb main dish, often accom­ 
panied by a special salad of let­ 
tuce, vegetables, fruit and nuts. 
To save electricity, fewer 
colored lights decorate the 
capital’s main avenues these 
days 
But trees in downtown 
Alameda Park still are trim­ 
med with colored bulbs, 
gg* Families take their children 
t*to the Alameda to buy plain, 
* * colored balloons and twisted 
balloon constructions of turtles, 
Serpents, and donkeys. 
The holiday season ends Jan. 
6, with parties and a special 
cake known as the “ Kings’ 
Ring." or Rosca de Reyes. A 
plastic figure of the Christ 
Child is baked in the cake. The 
guest who gets the plastic doll 
is obliged to give another party 
for all the other guests on Feb. 
2, Fiesta de la Purificación 
(Candlemas Day in English). 


In South America, where 
Christmas falls in midsummer, 
United States traditions are 
less widely observed

Newman, a four-year liberal- 
arts college, is in its first year 
of operation. 
In an era when many private 
colleges are closing because of 
financial problems, the found­ 
ing of a new college is risky. 
But Newman has sufficient 
financial backing from founda­ 
tions and individual contribu­ 
tions. and enough applications 
already for a student body of 
200 next year. 
The students now enrolled 


come from 22 states, plus 
Canada and Hong Kong. Some 
are from wealthy families. 
Others receive financial aid 
Some work in the dining hall 
to help pay their $2,300 yearly 
tuition 
One, Tony Gill of Poison, 
Mont., became a construction 
worker on the Alaska pipeline 
to earn tuition money. Gill said, 
“ 1 came to Cardinal Newman 
College because I wanted to 
receive quality instruction in 
Roman Catholic teaching as 
well as an excellent liberal arts 
education. V ery few other 
colleges offer quality educa­ 
tion ” 
“ This college was founded 
because of a need in American 
education.“ said the college’s 
president, the Rev. William F. 
Lanahan 
“ Some students are being 
graduated from colleges these 
days without being educated “ 


Newman’s curriculum re­ 
quirem ents 
include eight 
sem esters 
of 
philosophy, 
theology, literature and history. 
Students also must study 
biology, mathematics and fo­ 
reign languages. Little time is 
left for elective courses, 
“ American 
colleges have 
tended to move away from 
academic rigors and lose their 
spirit,” said Peter V. Sampo, a 
history and philosophy profes­ 
sor and former president of a 
small New Hampshire college 
“ We are trying to capture that 
spirit and add some balance to 
education 
“ You can stress education 
without being elitist We work 
with whatever kids come to us, 
and bring them up to their 
potential We re not the Cathol­ 
ic Yale.” 
"W e are pledged not to ac­ 
cept any government aid,” 
Lanahan said 
“ With govern­ 


ment money comes govern­ 
ment regulation, and we cer­ 
tainly are not going to submit to 
government regulation. 
“ For example, we have 
crucifixes in the classrooms If 
we took government funds, we 
couldn t have them.”

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resulting in disease and it is the 
function of science as medicine 
to (1) identify the disease- 
causing agent, and (2) kill it 
with drugs or remove it sur­ 
gically.” 
M iies noted the “ germ 
theory" model of disease has 
been so successful that most of 
those mass killers of the past 
have been eradicated. 
But he said there is growing 
evidence that the “ outside 
agent” method of dealing with 
illness, the “ war” on disease, 
the fight to “ conquer nature” , 
does not work with today’s 
medical problems. 
Thus the emergence of the 
holistic health movement 
spurred by a “ growing public 
awareness of the high cost of 
medical care In areas where it 
is least effective.” 
The word holistic is derived 
from the root words whole and 
holy and means complete, 
sound, hale, and happy. Holism 
expresses the view that an 
organic or integrated whole has 
a reality independent of and 
greater than the sum of its 
parts. 
Most im portantly, 
Miles 
notes the holistic health move­ 
ment takes the attitude that the

Individual must take responsi­ 
bility for all phases of his or her 
own physical, emotional and 
spiritual health. And education 
about how to maintain health is 
extremely important. 


The holistic health perspec­ 
tive evaluates the entire person 
and his or her relationship to 
the environment. It considers 
any system of healing or main­ 
taining health, willing to judge 
only by the results and not the 
academic or medical creden­ 
tials. 
“ The basic assumption of 
holistic health views the uni­ 
verse as a friendly and suppor­ 
tive place for human life,” 
Miles says. "The world is ‘on 
our side’. We do not need to ex­ 
pend great energy outwitting 
nature. It will work for us if we 
can be within its process. 
Nature, understood, can be 
trusted to conserve its own. ” 
He said the holistic health 
movement is developing a 
theory of disease which says 
"an ailment is trying to tell you 
something about your body, 
something is wrong somewhere 
and you’re are not living right, 
or eating right.” 
"Disease is usually a stop 
sign, telling the individual to 
stop some process in life which 
is damaging to health,” he 
notes. “ Disease is teacher. This 
is the holistic perspective.” 
Miles’ Center will begin of­ 
fering classes after the first of 
the year in stress relaxation, 
acupuncture, polarity, mas­ 
sage, meditation, nutrition, a 
wide range of psychological 
studies, 
biofeedback, yoga, 
dance, rolfing (stru ctu ral 
realignm ent of the body 
through a form of massage) and 
other subjects. 
ITie emphasis is on develop­ 
ing a well-rounded person, 
physically, emotionally and 
spiritually healthy. 


Extraordinary wild dolphin 
charms undersea photographer 


LONDON (U P I) — Underseas photographer 
Horace E. Dobbs has a very good friend named 
Donald, and Donald is a wild dolphin. 
“ I know it’s an extraordinary friendship,” 
Dobbs said “ But then, Donald is an extraordi­ 
nary dolphin.” 
More than that, he is a massive and mis­ 
chievous bottlenose dolphin who apparently 
flouts all his natural instincts. He is such a puz­ 
zle — and such a charming fellow — that Dobbs 
has just written a book about him called “ Follow 
a Wild Dolphin,’’ published by Souvenir Press. 
“ Dolphins are gregarious animals, almost 
always found in schools,’’ Dobbs said in an inter­ 
view. 
Yet for five years Donald has been splashing 
alone around Britain’s west coasts, seeking out 
humans and striking up an amazing series of 
friendships. 
His puppydog nature has made him a 
^lebrity. Newspaper stories about him are 
equent 
Dobbs recently made a television 
>cumentary with and about him. For Donald 
>es astonishing things. 
Twice he saved men from drowning, holding 
em on the surface until help came, D*>bbs said, 
nee Donald lifted Dobbs’ son Ashley, then 13, 
ito his back and took the astonished boy for a 
ild ride like a figure out of myth. 
Dobbs often hitches similar high-speed rides 


r hanging onto Donald’s dorsal fin. So does the 
)lphin’s closest human friend. Maura Mitchell. 
Donald is an awesome playmate. His 12-foot 
ngth ends in a fearsome-looking jaw, and his 
>eed and 880 pounds of power could make 
lincemeat of any diver 
But Dobbs says there is no record in all history 
a dolphin harming a man. Donald — who like 
1 dolphins seems to live for fun — regards man 
s just the source of new games. 
Once Donald nipped and bumped Dobbs off a 
>eeding aquaplane, then clamped his jaw on the 
^uaplane and delightedly rode around the har- 
jr. 
He often points out hidden fish on the sea bed 
» spear fishermen. When Dobbs lost a camera 
nder water, Donald found it for him. 


Donald’s strange association with man has 
been dangerous. He has been shot at, wounded 
by a power boat, stranded on a beach, trapped by 
a buoy’s anchor rope, threatened by underwater 
blasting. Not surprisingly, Donald moves his 
base often. 
*< 
He first appeared off the Isle of Man in 1972, 
when Maura Mitchell came to regard him as "a 
very special and sensitive personal friend, just 
like another person.” 
Dobbs began diving with Donald two years 
later. Since then he has studied Donald as a 
scientist, diver, photographer and friend. 
Dobbs is a lean, lanky 44, who was a successful 
research scientist in atomic energy and 
veterinary medicine. Skin diving was a hobby — 
Prince Charles wrote a foreward to a Dobbs 
book on diving — and he is a pioneer in un­ 
derwater photography. 
“ Donald changed my life utterly,” Dobbs said. 
“ When a moment of decision came in my career 
and Donald turned up again just at that moment, 
well, the die was cast." 


Dobbs abandoned his settled scientific career 
for the precarious life of lecturing, leading ex­ 
peditions, writing — and watching Donald. 
He has just enlisted the school children of 
Cornwall, on England’s southwestern tip, in 
“ Project Dolphin Watch,” partly to keep tabs on 
Donald and partly to teach them about life in 
“ inner space.” 


“ The kids all love him,” Dobbs said. And not 
only children. 
“ He has such a magical effect on people that it 
becomes a great highlight in their lives," Dobbs 
said. He infects people diving alongside him with 
“ a spirit of joy, a feeling of complete happiness 
that goes with complete freedom.” 


Dobbs says men know almost nothing about 
dolphins in the wild. Captive dolphins, he says, 
are hardly the same animal. He insists Donald 
must stay wild, and no attempt to restrain or 
train him has been made. 
“ Here is a living consciousness, one which 
may be more intelligent than I aifi,” DbboSsaid.

Ten people aboard two 
helicopters survived forced 
landings on Antarctica's frozen 
Ross Sea and have returned 
safelv to the American base at 
McMurdo 
None of the 10 suffered any 
injury despite more than three 
days of hurrieane-foree winds 
and 20 below zero te m ­ 
peratures 
A sudden storm forced the 
two helicopters down some 45 
miles from McMurdo Saturday 
while thev were on resupply 
missions in the Antarctic in­ 
terior 
The helicopters were piloted 
bv Lt. Sam Feola of Camarillo, 
Calif 
and a Lt 
Brown of 


Morehead City, N C 
The seven aboard Feola's 
helicopter found refuge in a hut 
at Marble Point, but Brown, 
with co-pilot Ken Mathews of 
Auckland. N Z , and crew chief 
Rod I>aw of Knoxville, Tenn., 
were forced down on the sea ice 
and spent the next three days 
huddled in sleeping bags while 
90-mph winds drove snow which 
eventually engulfed their craft

And the sweetest 
sound was when the engine 
caught and we knew we were 
going to be able to fly home."

part of its operatives. There is 
an unpleasant prospect that 
some of its agents may be 
making 
precedent-shattering 
appearances in court not as 
defenders of the law but as 
defendants. 
The F B I ’s most serious 
problems largely date from or 
are the result of conditions 
which developed during the 
latter years of the Hoover 
directorship. His successors — 
L. Patrick Gray, who probably 


will be best remembered as a 
footnote to Watergate, and 
present 
D irector 
Clarence 
K elley, 
the 
conscientious 
form er Kansas City police 
chief — lacked either the 
capabilities or mandate to 
deal effectively with them. 
T h e i r 
t e n u r e s 
h a v e 
represented 
in essence a 
holding action. 


That the search for a new 
director has been so long and 
so difficult is evidence both of 
Hoover’s 
accomplishments 
and of his failings. As can be 
said of perhaps no other 
federal agency of comparable 
importance, Hoover was an 
identity of man and institution 
which may initially have been 
a strength but has had unfor­ 
tunate consequences. 


The man who eventually 
succeeds the Hoover role must 
be both large enough to fill it 
and strong enough to change 
it, to revitalize the FBI and 
make it again an effective but 
not personalized instrument of 
public policy.

George B lackbu rn, a Harvard 
Medical School professor who is widely 
credited with pioneering the liquid pro­ 
tein concept We have obtained a copy of 
the stem letter that Blackburn fired off 
to Linn after reading galley proofs of 
“The Last Chance Diet ”

supervision 
Indeed, 
congressional 
investigators 
told us that as many as 99 of every 100 
persons who are on the crash diet are 
without proper medical care 
In his futile appeal to Linn, Blackburn 
pleaded 
“I cannot overstate the need 
for the careful protection of these 
patients who have expended $100 billion a 
year in search of an easy answer that 
they can buy 
Again. I urge you to con­ 
sider 
carefully 
the 
long-term 
con­ 
sequence of rushing out a book that 
would misrepresent a potentially helpful 
therapy ” 
Linn denied in a telephone interview 
with our associate Gary Cohn and Jim 
Grady that he acted hastily and irrespon­ 
sibly 
Other doctors, he said, applauded 
the publication of the book. Linn agreed, 
however, that liquid protein should not 
be sold over the counter 
He cited a 
report by the Center for Disease Control 
that says “adequate data is not available 
to link definitely the diet to the deaths." 
But Senate in v estigators, having 
analyzed the same report and spoken 
with medical experts, say otherwise “It 
appears now that there may be a direct 
cause-and-effect 
relationship 
between 
the use of this liquid (protein) as part of 
the protein-sparing diet and the deaths,” 
they concluded ominously. 
As one doctor to another, Blackburn 
told Linn 
“You have already made a 
m ajor mistake by starting patients out 
on a fast protocol (procedure) without 
completing their medical workup. You 


should initiate nutritional education and 
behavior modification which requires 
classes, written m aterial and careful 
patient counseling. We have conclusive 
proof that modified fasting alone is 
w orthless without 
these other dis­ 
ciplines." 
Congressional 
probers 
charge 
that 
Linn’s book devotes “only scant atten­ 
tion" to these essential procedures. They 
are seriously concerned that the public 
looks at “The Last Chance D iet" as just 
another faddish do-it-yourself method of 
shedding pounds and unwittingly begins 
the diet without medical guidance. 
Blackburn posted this alert in his let­ 
ter: “ No outpatient fasting (that is by a 
dieter on his own ) can be undertaken un­ 
til complete history, physical exam, 
laboratory tests, EKG and chest film 
have been completed .” 
In fairness, it should be noted that Linn 
emphasized in his book that the regimen 
and the products he recommended be 
used only under medical supervision. 
But at another point, he told his 
readers “ the protein sparing fast is a 
safe nutritional regimen ... the program 
cannot fail Only you can fa il... Rest as­ 
sured that the protein sparing has no 
m ajor side effects." 
Some readers, therefore, have con­ 
cluded that the diet is medically sound. 
“ After reading the book,” one dieter told 
us. “ I got the impression that seeing a 
doctor wasn’t all that necessary.” 
Footnote. Sen. Charles Percy, R-Ill , 
has called on the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration to order the removal of the 
liquid 
protein 
from 
over-the-counter 
sales until it is proven safe. The FDA has 
merely proposed that all liquid protein 
products carry a warning label.

Shall I go 


to Cairo? 


Thus far, unlike Walter Cronkite, Eric 
Sevareid, Barbara Walters, and Jim m y 
Carter, I have not participated in the re­ 
cent events in the Middle E a st. 
However, I am a member of a Hawaiian 
organization called The Pearl Harbor 
Committee to Keep One’s Eyes on the 
Russian Fleet, and therefore, ex officio, 
I must get into the act. 
All along, the Soviet 
role in the Mideast im­ 
broglio has been am ­ 
biguous. When the in­ 
itiative was taken by 
Mr. Kissinger to bring 
the contending parties 
to Geneva, Moscow 
was brought in as co­ 
sponsor of the Geneva 
conference. This was 
thought, to begin with, 
to be in the spirit of 
detente. 
But there 
was a certain geopolitical realism there 
also: nothing is truly stable in this world 
unless the Soviet Union agrees that it 
should be stable. 
But the history of the Soviet Union in 
the Israel-Arab conflict has been one of 
unremitting partisanship. 
It provided, 
virtually free of cost in the early years, 
tens of millions of dollars of military 
hardware to the anti-Israel nations. 
Under N asser, serious efforts were 
made to bolshevize the entire Egyptian 
situation. Sadat kicked out the Russians 
in 1972, an extrem ely important develop­ 
ment in the political history of the 
Mideast. 
But in Iraq, and in Syria, the 
Soviet para-m ilitary continued hard at 
work to increase tensions, assert the 
wildest claim s of the Arabs, proving yet 
again that the Soviet Union has a vested 
interest in chaos. 


Concerning the meeting in Cairo called 
by Sadat, both the United States and Rus­ 
sia were caught unawares. The United 
States is having a very difficult time in 
making up its mind exactly how to fine 
tune its reaction to the Cairo-Tel Aviv 
developments, because on the one hand 
we do not wish to appear to throw cold 
water on an initiative merely because it 
was not of our own making; and also 
because no one can say for sure whether, 
after the amenities are performed in 
Cairo, the parties may not end in 
shouting a t one another, slamming 
doors, and oiling the tanks. At this mo­ 
ment, Sadat is on record as demanding 
the return of all the territory taken in the 
1967 war. But who seriously believes that 
the Israelis are prepared to give up those 
parts of Jerusalem occupied after that 
war? 


The Soviet Union, meanwhile, has the 
easier tim e of it because it can always 
fall back on ideological reiterations. In 
this case, to suggest that there is 
something in it all of a bourgeois con­ 
spiracy. And so when Foreign Minister 
G rom vko on Nov 
29 en tertain ed 
Foreign Minister Khaddam of Syria, he 
spoke disparagingly about the Cairo con­ 
ference, remarking that it was aimed at 
"exploding" the proposed Geneva con­ 
ference. 


Gromyko then went on a little Com­ 
munist boilerplate, with an interesting 
improvisation. 
He said, “ The im ­ 
p erialist circ le s of the W est are 
depicting as a courageous step the laying 
of a wreath at the grave of the unknown 
Israeli solider in Jerusalem . 
But that 
solider occupied the soil of Syria, Egypt, 
Jordan and Palestine. He killed Syrians. 
Egyptians, Jordanians and Palestinians. 
It is amazing that this can be described 
as ‘courage.’”

Lower pressure is better 


DEAR DR. LAMB — I 
would like to comment that I 
am 68 years old with a blood 
pressure of 120 over 80, and I 
have heard all my life that 
120 over 80 is normal. You 
say 140 over 90 is normal. Is 
this a change from what I 
have been told? 
DEAR READER - Most 
body functions have a range 
of normal. Blood pressure is 
usually considered normal if 
the top reading (systolic) is 


between 90 and 140, although 
we prefer the systolic read­ 
ing to be below 140, particu­ 
larly in younger people. 
The lower reading (dias­ 
tolic) has a normal range of 
60 to 90, and may be lower if 
there are no abnormalities 
of the heart and no symp­ 
toms. We prefer that it be 
below 90 for optimal risk 
factors. 
In 
general, 
the 
lower the blood pressure 
within normal range, the 
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less risk there is of heart or 
vascular disease. The 140 
over 90 figure then really 
represents the upper limits 
of normal but is sufficiently 
normal that most doctors 
would not recommend treat­ 
ment other than a good con­ 
sistent weight control and a 
sensible exercise program 
and reasonable limitations 
of salt intake. 
The blood pressure also 
fluctuates during the day 
and with different stresses, 
including a medical exami­ 
nation. To give you more 
information about the blood 
pressure reading, I am send­ 
ing you The Health lette r 
number 1-8, Blood Pressure.

DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 
not overweight, but I want to 
lose my stomach after I had 
my second child. So I bought 
a body exerciser that hooks 
onto the door knob. You use 
both your arms and your 
legs. 
Instead of losing my stom­ 
ach, I built up the muscles in 
my arms and through my 
shoulders. Now I hate to 
wear anything sleeveless be­ 
cause my arm s look so big. 
Are there any exercises to 
make you lose your big arm s 


and slim down through the 
shoulders? 1 would appreci­ 
ate your help. 
DEAR READER — A 
muscle that is worked under 
load, as in weight lifting or 
with any exercise that puts a 
load on the muscle when it is 
contracting will grow. By 
contrast, if you do not work a 
muscle, it will shrink. If you 
want firm, small muscles, 
just do frequent exercise 
that does not involve loading 
the muscles. 
The second problem you 
need to keep in mind is that 
you can firm up slack ab­ 
dominal muscles but you 
cannot get rid of abdominal 
fat unless you lose fat all 
over. You can’t compress 
abdominal fat with strong 
abdominal muscles. 
My suggestion to 
you 
would be to do calesthenics 
that involve moving the 
arms but not requiring them 
to move against resistance 
or to lift any weight includ­ 
ing body weight. Avoid any 
exercise th a t req u ires 
strength in the arms and 
shoulders. Concentrate on 
flexibility exercises by mov- 
mq the arm s rapidly using 
movements that use the full 
range of motion of all your 
joints, and concentrate on 
exercises that use your legs, 
such as walking. 
If there is any chance that 
you still have some excess 
body fat, attention to calorie 
control will also help.

A face on the pillow

Personalized gifts are a l­ 
ways fun — and you can 
m ake a solid hit with the 
youngsters on your C hrist­ 
m as list by giving them 
pillow portraits — stuffed 
pillows stitched to resem ble 
a boy or girl or the fam ily 
cat or dog. 
This is the kind of fun- 
stitching that is so easy, so 
quick and so hum orous that 
you’li wonder why you never 
thought of it before. Once 
you m ake up a batch of these 
pillow portraits, you w on’t 
stop till you’ve caricatured

The 
ingredients are easily a v a il­ 
able: Arrntex Acrilan fleece 
and Malina s Acrilan yarn, 
both W ear-dated by M onsan­ 
to, scraps of felt and fabric, 
a few buttons and barrettes 
and polyester fiberfill for 
stuffing. 
These pillows are m ade 
without boxing strips. Just 
use a dinner plate to trace a 
circle on a double thickness 
of fleece, add rounded or 
pointed ears if you are m ak- 


ing a cat or dog. You will 
com plete 
the 
face, 
then 
stitch 
the 
tw o 
section s 
together, leaving an opening 
for the stuffing. Turn the 
sections right side out, stuff 
the pillow and hand-stitch 
the opening. 
To m ake the cat: m ake 
eyes of bright green felt, 
mouth of pink felt and nose

form s the white of the eyes. 
Glue or stitch felt sections in 
place.

black yarn. M ake w hiskers 
of m ore yarn, all stitched in 
place with the zigzag stitch 
for your sew ing m achine. 
Choose fleece that is the 
sam e color as your cat and 
select yarn that will contrast 
nicely.

black felt for his ears, eye­ 
brows, pupils and nose. Use 
white for his m uzzle and the 
whites of his eyes and pink 
for his mouth.

Food for Americans 
Mushrooms for the mass market 
by 
Ailaan 


If you’re just getting into 
m ushroom s, you'll be 
pleased to know that these 
once highly expensive chic 
symbols of grand cuisine are 
now m ore reasonably 
priced. The reason is that 
the domestic mushroom pro­ 
duction continues to in­ 
crease each year. For exam­ 
ple, last year’s mushroom 
crop added up to the biggest 
ever. 


And while we’re discuss­ 
ing the size of crops, keep in 
mind that reading the daily 
newspaper for agricultural 
news, crop reports and inter­ 
national weather disasters 
— such as droughts or heavy 
storms — can help you shop 
more wisely at the super­ 
market. 


You may read that com, 
for example, will be in long 
or short supply. This wifi 
have an affect on the size of 
beef herds because of feed­ 
ing costs and be reflected in 
the price of beef months 
later at your local store. 


Meanwhile, h ere’s a 
mushroom matambre to 
help the budget and surprise 
your whole family with its 
savoriness. 


MUSHROOM MATAMBRE 
1 pound fresh mushrooms 
or 2 cans 
(8 to 8 oz. each) sliced 
mushrooms 
V* cup butter or margarine 


2 flank 
steaks

lbs. 
each), butterflied 
2 teaspoons salt 
2 teaspoons chill powder 
% teaspoon thyme leaves, 
crumbled

Rinse, pat dry and slice 
fresh mushrooms or dram 
canned mushrooms. In a 
large skillet melt butter. 
Add mushrooms; saute for 5 
minutes; set aside. Open 
steaks. Place long side of 
one steak over long side of 
second steak, overlapping 
by about 2-inches (shingle 
fashion). Pound the joined 
ends together to seal. Com­ 
bine salt, chili powder, 
thyme and garlic; sprinkle 
on steaks. Arrange on steak 
a layer of spinach, carrots 
(place lengthwise with 
grain), onions and half of the 
mushrooms. Carefully roll 
steaks, with the grain, jeily- 
roll fashion. Tie securely 
with loops of string. Coat the 
bottom of a large shallow 
roasting pan with oil. Add 
the meat roll. Brown in a 
preheated 475-degree oven 
for 15 minutes. Reduce oven 
heat to 350 degrees. Spoon 
off excess fat from pan. 
Dissolve bouillon cubes in 
water; pour into pan. Cover 
securely with heavy duty 
foil. Return to moderate 


oven; bake until beef is 
tender, about 2 hours. Re­ 
move meat to a large cutting 
board and let stand for 20 
minutes. Meanwhile, pour 
pan juices into a large mea­ 
suring cup; spoon off fat. 
Add aditional water or dry 
red wipe, if desired, to make 
2 cups liquid. In a small 
saucepan blend flour with 
liquid. Cook and stir until 
thickened. Stir in remaining 
cooked mushrooms; 
heat 


until hot. Remove string 
from Matambre. Slice; ar­ 
range on a heated platter. 
Spoon some of the gravy 
over meat; serve remaining 
gravy separately. If desired, 
bake ahead of time; refri­ 
gerate overnight; remove 
and discard congealed fat. 
Cover and reheat in roasting 
pan in moderate oven (350 
F.) for 1 hour. Thicken pan 
juices as above. Yield 8 to 10 
portions.

Plants in the home... 
Peace lilly-great for foliage and flowers

Some months ago, I was one of the 
panelists for a Sunday afternoon 
seminar on house plants conducted at 
the Brooklyn Botanic Garden. In 
response to a question from the 
au d ien ce, I sa id th at a la rg e 
spathiphyllum which grows on a 
pedestal 3 feet back from one of my 
sunny windows blooms off and on all 
year. 
Much to my surprise, another of the 
panelists stood up and said she would 
never give that much sunny window 
space to one plant. Why not grow a 
collection of sm all begonias, dwarf 
geranium s and miniature gesneriads 
instead? 
Good question. And after thinking 
about it, I realize that the best answer 
really depends on the individual. 
When I moved to this apartment 
about five years ago, 1 had less than 
100 plants, m ost of which were sun- 
starved weaklings. 
Placed in or near the sunny win­ 
dows of their new home, I was 
amazed to see how these plants came 
back to life and began to grow 
vigorously. In fact, I was so en­ 
couraged, I went out and bought a lit­ 
tle of everything I’d always wanted to 
grow — which turned out to be a lot. 
In no time, I was able to count 300 
plants, all but a dozen or so in 5-inch 
pots or sm aller. I had to add two 
multi-shelf fluorescent-light gardens 
and at one point, my son Mark could 
find no space to start some seeds so 
he suspended two 20-watt fluorescents 
in a reflector under a draped table. 
At first, having so many plants was 
a wonderful experience. I felt as if I 
had my own greenhouse again, except 
now I was living in it. 
All seem ed idyllic for about six 
months, then I had to go away on a 
two-week business trip. On my return 
I found disaster; 300 charges had been 
too much for my plantsitter. 
And now I am ready to admit that 
300 plants are more than I have time 
to care for properly and still enjoy 
them, not to mention the space 
problem. When, for example, the lit­ 
tle Boston fern grew in a 5-inch pot, I 
could always find a place to tuck it. 
Now the frounds cascade to 3 feet 
long and even wider and the 10-inch 
pot is so filled with stem s I can barely 
find a place to poke my finger to feel 
the soil. 
What I’d like to do is move to a 
much larger apartm ent with many 
more bright and sunny windows, but 
since that is out of the question right 
now, I have had to come up with 
another solution: Keep all the plants 
that give me the most pleasure and 


give away the others. 
In the sorting-out process I have 
discovered nine spathiphyllums scat­ 
tered about the apartment. My pan­ 
elist colleague would probably advise 
me to get rid of at least eight but I am 
going to keep them all. If I were look­ 
ing for one perfect house or office 
plant it would be the spathiphyllum or 
peace lily. 
Why? B ecau se it is alw ays a 
beautiful foliage plant and in bright 
light or a little direct sun, an es­ 
tablished spathiphyllum will bloom 
intermittently all year. 
And. like 
m ost m em bers of the aroid or 
philodendron family, bugs rarely at­ 
tack it 
D e sp ite e x p o su re to 
mealybugs, brown scale, red spider- 
mites, white flies, aphids and thrips, 
my spathiphyllum s have alw ays 
remained clean 
Dry soil is the chief spathiphyllum 
killer, at first the leaf tips, but if 
prolonged or repeated, entire leaves 
and finally the plant itself. I recom­ 
mend keeping the soil evenly moist at 
all times and if you're going to be 
away for several days, moisten well 
and leave water standing in the 
saucer 
I fertilize my spathiphyllums about 
once a month, alternating between 
fish emulsion (at strength recom­ 
mend on the label) and foliage plant 
fertilizer (at half-strength) Since my 
largest “ spath,” as 
commercial 
growers call them, has lived for five 
years in the sam e 12-inch pot of soil. I 
have been trying “ Restore,” a new 
product, on it. Restore is a complete­ 
ly organic fertilizer designed to 
revitalize “ tired” or “ dead” soil; so 
far the results have been lots of new 
leaves a third larger than the old ones 
and more flowers than ever before. 
Spath ip h y llu m s grow well in 
a v e r a g e d w e l l i n g a nd o f f i c e 
temperatures, say a range of 62-75F 
during the winter heating season. If 
the soil is always moist, they ada|.! 
well to a dry atmosphere, but 40 per­ 
cent humidity or more is better. I 
mist the leaves almost daily and 
shower them rain-clean in the tub 
about once a month. Use scissors to 
trim off dead leaf tips, spent flowers 
and dried-up old leaves. 
At the present tim e there rr e 
basically two types of spathyiphyllum 
on the market, Cleveland» (to 2 feet 
tall) and Mauna Loa (to 4 feet), but 
many selected clones and som e 
hybrids whose parentage represents 
both, are available. One recognized 
species, S. cannifolium, is appearing 
more and more in local shops. Its 
flowers have a spicy fragrance. 


Housm Call 


Q. I have a spathiphyllum that is 
badly potbound. Should I transplant 
it? 


A Yes, to a size or two larger pot 
and some fresh, all-purpose potting 
soil. If you want to divide it into more 
than one plant, late winter or spring is 
the best time.

I 
b o u g h t 
a 
b e a u t i f u l 
spathiphyllum yesterday. This morn­ 
ing it seem s to have gone i 
jo a dead 
faint. What’s wrong? 


A Probably nothing a big drink of 
water won't cure. Spathiphyllum 
leaves usually flop if the soil is too 
dry, but prolonged chilling (below 
50F.) mav have a sim ilar effect. 


Q My African violet sets buds but 
most of them dry up before opening; 
those that do get big enough to show 
color are only about half size What’s 
wrong9 


A You probably let the soil dry out 
too much between waterings. Try to 
keep it evenly moist at all times. 
Avoid dryness to the point of wilting 
the leaves Increasing humidity will 
help also; fill saucer or tray with peb­ 
bles and water and set the pot on the 
su rface , but not with the base 
standing in water for more than an 
hour or two at a time 


Q Some months ago, I received a 
Silver King bromeliad in bloom. Now 
it has a sizable offset with long, thin 
leaves that are mostly pale green in­ 
stead of silver. Is this normal? 


A. Yes, for a Silver King that is not 
receiving enough light, Try moving it 
into a sunny window Mist the leaves 
daily; once a week fill the cup formed 
by the leaf rosette with fresh water, 
having first poured off what remained 
from before. K eep the grow ing 
medium in a range between moist and 
slightly on the dry side. 


Q. I have lots of room in my base­ 
ment for a fluorescent-light garden, 
but will I be able to grow anything 
with nighttime temperatures down to 
45F.? 


A 
Y e s , l o t s ; 
f or e x a m p l e 
calceolarias, 
cinerarias, 
cyclamen 
and azaleas for glorious flowers; leaf 
lettuce, spinach and w atercress for 
salads. Or enclose the growing area 
with polyethylene film ; 
burn the 
lights 12-14 hours daily, probably at 
night when the basement is coldest. 
Heat given off by the fixtures will 
help keep the enclosed space warmer 
— probably enough for begonias, 
dwarf geraniums, African violets and 
other gesneraids, not to mention 
delicate ferns and exotic bromeliads 


Q Is there any herb I can grow in 
an a p a r t m e n t that is a l w a y s 
overheated, despite the energy shor­ 
tage? 


A Yes, sweet basil Sow about five 
seeds in each 5- or 6-inch pot of all­ 
purpose potting soil Keep moist in a 
sunny window or fluorescent-light 
garden. In tem peratures between 60 
and 80F they’ll sprout in a few days. 
When 2 inches tall, pinch the tips to 
encourage 
branching; 
repeat 
as 
necessary to direct growth. Within 
two months you can begin to harvest 
the leaves

Housing econom ists predict 
that m ortgage money will be in tight 
supply this w inter and on through 
much of next year When money gets 
tight, lenders usually require con­ 
siderably m ore money down 
As a 
form of rationing, they take only the 
top-grade risks (people with lots of 
cash). 
It’s estim ated that liberalized FHA 
rules will make home buying possible 
lor 15 million people who otherwise 
wouldn't be able to afford the down 
paym ent Of course, in tight money 
tim es, this also m akes it easier for 
the seller of a home to get a buyer. 
There is a bit of a catch though. You 
do get to borrow with a minimum 
down paym ent but you have to pay 
one half percent m ore above the in­ 
terest as a fee to cover the FHA in­ 
surance In lieu of a large down pay­ 
ment (which is a form of insurance) 
the FHA guarantees that the lender 
will be paid off no m atter what you 
do. 
The new law also m akes perm anent 
an 
e x p e r im e n ta l 
“ g ra d u a te d 
paym ent” feature tried out by FHA. 
This arrangem ent allows a young 
fam ily to pay sm a lle r m onthly 
am ounts during the first five years of 
a m ortgage when their income is 
lim ited During the next five years, 
supposedly when their incom e is 
higher, they pay higher monthly 


am ounts. A fter that the monthly 
amount levels off. 
Unfortunately, some lenders are a 
bit leery of graduated paym ents and 
it's not always easy to find one that 
will go along with the deal. 
If you’re a veteran, you might be 
able to get the best m ortgage in town 
The V eterans Administration (VA) 
allow s v e te ra n s to renew th eir 
borrowing eligibility if they have fully 
paid off their old loan Previously, 
you got entitlem ent to $17,500 worth 
of VA loan guarantee and that was it. 
Now, when you sell, you can get 
another $17,500 loan guarantee from 
the VA (if the old loan has been paid 
o ff). As a ru le, len d ers like a 
guarantee of one fourth the total loan 
am ount which m eans you could 
borrow up to $70,000 - with no down 
payment at all 
And. because there is no insurance 
program , you don’t have to pay that 
extra half percent fee tacked on the 
loan

Debtors' rights 


Q Does a finance company have the 
right to take money from my bank? 
The only money I have is from Social 
Security and I need it to live on. My 
husband died and left m e with bills to 
be paid - Mrs. S C., Kansas City, Mo 
A A finance company may have the 
right to take money from your bank 
account to satisfy a debt but. first, the 
company has to go to court and get a 
judgm ent against you. You have the 
right to be heard and you m ay per­ 
suade the court that your m eager in­ 
come is needed to survive. 
No creditor can get your Social 
Security checks to satisfy a debt, ex­ 
cept in the case of a child-support 
judgm ent 
But, once you put your 
money into a bank account it may 
become vulnerable to a creditor’s 
court order to satisfy a debt. I say 


“ m ay” become vulnerable, because 
the law varies from state to state. 
A cco rd in g to a tto rn e y R alp h 
W arner, au th o r of “ B iilpayers* 
R ig h ts” (N olo P re ss, $4.95), a 
creditor may not grab your bank ac­ 
count in California if it can be proved 
all the money cam e from Social 
S e c u rity o r o th e r g o v e rn m e n t 
benefits 
(disability 
pay, 
w orkers’ 
compensation, unemployment com ­ 
pensation, veteran’s benefits, w elfare 
and the like). O ther states m ay have 
sim ilar exemptions. 
To avoid having your income at­ 
tached to pay off a debt don’t put your 
money in the bank You can always 
cash your governm ent benefit check 
to pay your rent, utility bills, buy food 
for a month and otherwise take care 
of your bare necessities But, if you 
live in a high-crime area, it could be 
dangerous having so much money on 
your person 
Your best bet is to get free legal as­ 
s is ta n c e th ro u g h L eg al Aid or 
Neighborhood 
Legal 
Services. 
A 
lawyer might be able to show you how 
to protect your income or how to 
negotiate with the creditor to make 
sm all, monthly payments. You can 
find addresses for free legal as­ 
sistance from your local bar associa­ 
tion or your local court house (the 
telephone 
in fo rm atio n 
o p e ra to r 
should have the num bers).

Some tim e ago I bought a 
cigarette lighter that used a special 
fuel It had a fine-mesh screen that 
becam e red-hot to light the cigarette. 
I’ve lost the lighter and want to get a 
new one Do you know how the mesh 
screen worked and where I can find a 
sim ilar lighter?

A No I don’t, but I’ll bet your local 
library (reference librarian) can help 
you find a company that knows the 
answers When you need to find out 
who m anufactured what, you can 
usually find the nam e in the Thomas 
Registry, a giant book that lists thou­ 
sands of m anufacturers’ nam es with 
a product index Most libraries have 
it. 


Q My Social Security card has a 
different number from the one that 
a p p e a rs on m y m onthly b en efit 
checks Isn't this a m istake in their 
b o o k k e e p in g ? - M rs. 
M M , 
Montebello. Calif. 
A. Probably not. If you are a wife 
re c e iv in g b e n e fits fro m y o u r 
husband's Social Security account, it 
will have your husband’s num ber plus 
a ” B” to indicate “ wife.” 
If you are a widow, it will have your 
husband’s number plus a “ D.” If you 
are a widow, with children under 18, 
your h u sb an d ’s num ber w ill be 
followed by the letter “ E ,” and the 
children’s benefits will have their 
f ath er's number followed by the letter 
“C .” 
If you are not one of these cases and 
your check number is followed by an 


" A . 
signifying it’s your account, you 
should check with your local Social 
Security office It could be a mixup 
with somebody else’s benefits.

London on the cheap: from clubs to pubs 


If higher p rices and the new 
revaluation of the pound make you 
nervous about visiting London, bear 
one thing in mind: What’s gone up can 
be brought down and without going 
grubby It’s a matter of careful sub­ 
stitution. 
To a visiting Canadian, the cost- 
cutting answer to the accommoda­ 
tions problem was sim ple. “ Ac­ 
tually,” he explained. “I’m staying at 
my club.” 
Actually, so can others. The Sloane 
Club, 52 Lower Sloane Street, has just 
re-opened its membership roll and 
even lets in women and Americans, 
for heaven’s sake. It is, in fact, like 
several other clubs in London, essen­ 
tially a private hotel, and charges 
about $40 a year dues plus $14 a night 
for single rooms, $20 for doubles, in­ 
cluding breakfast and Jeeves-like, old 
fashioned service and atmosphere. 
Of course, baths down the hall, 
creak y 
floorb oa rd s, 
V ictorian 
architecture 
and 
“ tradition al” 
decoration are an acquired taste 
that’s som etim es never acquired by 
modernists. However, for today’s im­ 
pecunious Anglophile who in better 
days favored Brown’s hotel, Duke’s 
or Stafford’s, the Sloane Club with its 
paneled dining room, its library and 
its tea, telly and drinks lounges is a 
smasher — which is to say not heaven 
but a definitely okay substitute. 


Scaling down 


Those who are scaling down but still 
want a non-rpembership hotel are tak­ 
ing a new look at the Cadogan. 
Durrant’s Hotel and the Goring At 


roughly $40-$50 a night for doubles, 
they’re hardly poor persons’ places, 
but next to many others they begin to 
look quite reasonable. Somewhat less 
(in all ways) are the Wilbraham, 
Eburv Court. De Vere and Oliver, but 
with price increasingly the key fac­ 
tor. they too are now making the 
cognoscenti’s list of “ oldies but 
goodies.” 
Service flats are another popular 
antidote to hotel rates that are the 
fastest-rising in Europe, especially 
for visitors staying a minimum of 
three to four weeks In that case it's 
still possible to find pleasantly fur­ 
nished, well located one-room apart­ 
ments with kitchenette and bath for 
around $18-$20 a night. Under that 
sum. expect mismatched furniture, 
minimal heat, coin-eating hot water 
heaters or other less-than-salubrious 
features 
The British Tourist Authority puts 
out a free list that includes much of 
what’s available in service flats, but 
lots of visitors just go through the 
classified columns in The Times (of 
London» or the ads in “ In Britain,” 
the tourist board magazine Chelsea 
Cloisters, one of the largest blocks of 
service flats, is still around but 
perhaps it shouldn’t be It’s now run­ 
down. dirty and buggy 


Good food 


Eating cheaper requires similar 
research if you’re not ready to take up 
a permanent table at McDonald’s; 
you can get help from 
‘The Good 
Food Guide,” about $7 a copy at 
London bookstores and worth it. 


(’heap charm and cheap chic is 
these days represented by the pub 
lunch The rise of “ wine bars” (for 
food and wine) over the past few 
years finally inspired more than a few 
pubs to upgrade their buffet tables 
Now you can find exotica — quiches 
and curries, for instance — as often 
as “ bangers and mash" (sausages 
and mashed potatoes) and meat or 
game pies, plus freshly cooked cold 
roasts and much-improved salads 
Names to note include the Red Lion 
on Duke of York Street, which on Fri­ 
days serves up some of the freshest 
and cheapest fish and chips in town 
($1 35). and the Devonshire Arms in 
Devonshire Street, which offers not 
lust cheddar cheese as the main part 
of a “ ploughman’s lunch,” but expen­ 
sive Stilton, still for approximately 75 
cents with bread, butter and salad. 
Cheap charm also means “ethnic,” 
primarily Indian at the moment 
More Chinese restaurants than should 
have, have discovered show biz and 
gone into it with both chopsticks Spr­ 
ing rolls are now served in interiors 
that are a decorator’s equivalent of 
drum rolls — and someone has to pay. 


Where to splurge 


But you can splurge in London — 
even at some “ beautiful people” 
places like Meridiana — and still get 
out for less than $16 a head. The 
Grange, one of the restaurants that’s 
remaking Covent Garden into the 
area where the action is, is onto what 
may be the formula for now and the 
immediate future. The left side of its 
menu offers two-course dinners with

four to five choices, plus coffee and 
half a bottle of above-average wine, 
for a fixed price of roughly $11.50 per 
person The right side offers three 
courses with more choices (including 
as a “starter” a giant plateful of raw 
vegetab les, Californian in size, 
picture-perfect in condition) for $15. 
For slightly more money. The 
Grange has a four-course menu But 
if you’re that ambitious, a “carvery” 
is an equally filling but less expensive 
answer Trust Houses’ Forte Hotels, 
s uch as t he R e g e n t 
P a l a c e , 
Cumberland and Kingsley, are plugg­ 
ing this traditional roast-centered 
buffet and allowing customers to 
genteelly emulate Henry the Eighth 
by taking as many trips as they like to 
the table 
You can get fed in atmospheric sur­ 
roundings by taking supper not just 
before the theater but at the theater. 
Covent Garden, the new National 
Theatre and Sadler's Wells are among 
those that serve light meals before or 
between acts for about $4 The food 
doesn’t equal the setting, but the set­ 
ting more than makes up for it„ 


Take a walk 


Happily, London’s most fascinating 
activity is also the most affordable 
despite rising prices and poorer ex­ 
change rates. You can still pick a 
neighborhood and go walking Alter­ 
natively, you can try a “ best buy” 
from London Transport its two-hour 
“Round London” bus trip (no guide 
but with a diagram that tells you what 
you’re seeing) for approximately $2

Problems in search of solutions 
CB is doing well but can be better

Citizens band 
radio 
is 
loaded with problems for 
which the solutions are not 
yet in sight. They affect all 
of us who believe in personal 
communications. 
My grandmother was a 
homespun lady of German 
descent who used to say to 
me when I was troubled: 
“The Ixird never brings 
problems to you that are 
bigger than your shoulders 
to bear them.” 
CB is so big that the 
solutions must be there. The 
mail to this column, when 
technical questions are elim­ 
inated, 
focuses on 
two 
points: 1) better use of the 
channels for advisory pur­ 
poses and 2) proper use of 
Channel 9. 
There are now 40 channels 
available for public use. Of 
course, there are times and 
locales when even the 40 get 
a little crowded. But, in the 
main, 
there 
are enough 
channels legally to handle 
the traffic. There are some 
refinements which could be 
made legally now (such as 
single sideband) 
which 
would make CB more com­ 
fortable at all times. 
But the basic structure is 
there. It is the usage, the 
discipline, the understand­ 
ing of the importance of CB 
as a facility available to all 
of us that will bring it to the 
level of efficiency and utili­ 


tarian value so desperately 
needed. 
To wit: Government agan- 
cies — federal, local and 
state — have been searching 
for new and better ways to 
use CB in public safety. An 
organization 
representing 
the public safety communi­ 
cations officers 
made a 
study, as an example, of CB 
radio and the police. Their 
survey found that 94 percent 
of the nation’s police organ­ 
izations 
had 
program s 
which would give CBers di­ 
rect communications with 
police in emergency situa­ 
tions. 
This column has reported 
to you about the Fort Worth, 
Tex., 
Police Department 
program 
which 
monitors 
Channel 9 24 hours daily, 
seven days weekly, uses vo­ 
lunteers and, this year, will 
handle more than 100,000 
calls from its control cen­ 
tral. NEAR, the federal pro­ 
gram for National Em er­ 
gency Aid Radio, has even 
made available funds so that 
all states can introduce CB 
into their safety plans. 
New York State has appro­ 
priated more than $500,000 
— that’s right, a half million 
dollars — to determine what 
the best system may be to 
use CB in helping people 
help themselves. We related 
how the program would be 
put into effect in a test in 
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BIG BRAND TIRE CO. 


301 WEST OCEAN 
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Rochester, N.Y., with a 
sampling of 102 units to 
families and 35 police cars in 
which CB mobiles would be 
installed. 
A Channel One — the HOT 
line — is already established 
in Maryland, Georgia and 
Tennessee. This is a tourism 
effort but it is invaluable in 
taking the traffic off Chan­ 
nels 9 and 19 to handle 
directions and help travelers 
find their bearings. Arkan­ 
sas and Oklahoma are also 
studying the method 
by 
which they might join the 
HOT line states. So, too, is 
Ixmisiana, though in this 
state it would be part of the 
highway safety programs to 
be initiated in the near 
future. 
Right now there are re­ 
portedly 9,000 police vehi­ 
cles CB equipped in the 
nation. Some 11 states are 
projected to have 100 per­ 
cent of their patrol cars CB 
equipped by 1978. None of 
these figures include a Fort 
Worth where all its city 
police cars are CB equipped, 
nor a Garland, Vadzant or 
Grand Prairie. These are 
the few we’ve reported on in 
this column but there must 
be many more cities into CB. 
The idea in all this is that 
an open channel of commu­ 
nications makes it easier for 
the agencies to better serve 
the public. 
Not all government agen­ 
cies feel the same about it. 
In the Mobile, Ala., area, the 
Coast Guard restricted mon­ 
itoring to the traditional 
VHF-FM radio units. Final­ 
ly, one day someone awak­ 
ened to the fact that most of 
the 
boats and 
pleasure 
crafts under their aegis 
were using CB units. 
It shouldn't take a genius 
to figure this out: A VHF- 
FM unit costs $425 and a CB 
costs only $100 to $150. CB is 
quite adequate. 
The 8th 
Coast Guard District Public 


Affairs office 
made 
the 
great announcement 
re­ 
cently that they were install­ 
ing CBs in their Search and 
Rescue stations. They are 
doing this as a public service 
for the recreational boaters. 
Big deal. CB is where the 
people are. 
The C hicago 
P o lice 
Department, in a sphsm of 
negative thinking, required 
that all cars have their CBs 
removed. More on these 
paradoxical facts in the next 
report.

About books 
Great American dynasties 


Perhaps it’s because we 
have no royalty that we were 
so enchanted when our Hol­ 
lywood princess, Grace Kel­ 
ly, m arried a genuine 
prince. 
Now, 20 years later, Phila­ 
delphia journalist Arthur H. 
Lewis has written a gossipy 
book for everyone who ever 
wondered about the family 
that produced the American 
half of this royal love story. 
Those Philadelphia Kellys, 
With a Touch of Grace* 
focuses on several of the 
Princess’s most celebrated 
relatives, but tosses in just 
enough innuendo about Ufe 
in Monaco’s pink palace to 
justify the subtitle and in­ 
trigue Grace’s fans. 
Actually, even without 
Grace, those Philadelphia 
Kellys are a fascinating 
bunch, and their family bi­ 
ography makes lively read­ 
ing. The 10 children of Irish 
immigrants Mary Costello 
and John H. Kelly were a 
varied lot. George was a 
handsome, anti-Semitic, 
homosexual playwright who 
modeled the title role of his 
Pulitzer Prize winning 
“Craig’s Wife” after his 
mother. Walter C., famed in 
vaudeville as the “Virginia 
Judge,” advanced niece 
Grace’s career by introduc­ 
ing her to such show biz 
friends as Louis Armstrong. 
Millionaire brick manufac­ 
turer John Brendan — 
power in the Philadelphia 
Democratic Party and inti­ 
mate of FDR — won two 
Olympic Gold Medals for 
sculling, but was not allowed 
to row in the prestigious 
Royal Henley Regatta Dia­ 
mond Skulls because, as a 
bricklayer, he was not con­ 
sidered a “gentleman.” 
The next generation of 
Kellys brought the Ameri­ 
can success story to fruition. 
John B.’s daughter Grace 
became an Academy Award 
winning actress and Prin­ 
cess of Monaco. His son 
*Kell* not only entered, but 
also won, the Diamond 
Skulls, as well as three 
Olympic Medals. 
Yet Lewis portrays both 
Grace and Kell as essen­ 
tially shallow, dredging up 
gossip about Kell’s playbov

antics and reminding us 
that, after all, Grace’s title 
represents only minor roy­ 
alty — “The ‘throne’ Her 
Serene Highness now sits 
upon is in reality only the 
caudal appendage to a high- 
class gambling joint.” 
What makes this attitude 
irritating is that all along 
Lewis has regaled us with 
personal reminiscences of 
Kellys he has known, inter­ 
viewed and apparently 
loved. It’s as if he can’t quite 
decide whether he’s awed or 
disgusted by their wealth 
and fame. 
In comparison, “The Ford 
Dynasty” is a meticulously 
researched historical saga, 
although journalist James 
Brough also sprinkles his 
text with gossip and strong 
personal opinion. 
This American success 
story profiles automobile pi­ 
oneer Henry Ford, his son 
Edsel and the current family 
head, Henry II. The Ford 
women, especially old 
Henry’s wife Clara and 
Edsel’s Eleanor, also play a 
major role although Henry 
II’s wives and daughters — 
not to mention his son Edsel 
— are only supporting char­ 
acters. 
The dynasty’s founder was 
an eccentric, paranoid, 
obstinate, uneducated man 
who arrived in Detroit in 1892 
with his dream of creating 
an automobile every Ameri­ 
can could afford. On the one 
hand, he was the first indus­ 
trialist to pay workers $5 a 
day. On the other hand, he 
transformed his factory into 
a sweat shop — speeding up 
the assembly line and hiring 
a private police force to do 
whatever was necessary to 
keep out the union — when 
he discovered GM’s sales 
topping Ford’s 
Brough portrays his sub­ 
ject as downright insane in

his dealings with the press, 
the courts, his financial ad­ 
visors and his only child. He 
writes straightforwardly of 
the Peace Ship fiasco, 
Henry’s rabid anti-Semitism 
and philistinism, his blind 
trust of advisor Arnold Ben­ 
nett and his childlike de- 
Eendence on his wife, whom 
e called “Mother.” 
Edsel — who worked him­ 
self to death trying to save 
the company his father ran 
to near ruin — seemed to 
have a clear understanding 
of business and of himself. 
He emerges as a long-suffer­ 
ing, almost unbelievably 
fair and sweet man, 
harassed by his father, loved 
by his wife, devoted to the 
arts — he started the Ford 
Foundation — and his com­ 
munity. 
The current family patri­ 
arch, Henry II, was thrust 
into the Ford Motor Com­ 
pany presidency at age 28 
when his widowed mother 
literally forced him to take 
the helm. He surprised ev­ 
eryone by growing up

quickly into a strong leader, 
today occupying a preemi­ 
nently powerful position in 
American society. 
“The Ford Dynasty” is a 
saga not only of individuals, 
but also of American indus­ 
try and politics. The history 
of this country’s political 
and economic development 
is filled with such family 
chronicles, a good sample of 
which appears in “Great 
American Fam ilies,” a 
handsomely illustrated book 
that pays tribute to the 
Adams, Vanderbilt, Ford, 
Guggenheim, Roosevelt and 
Rockefeller dynasties. 
Each essay in this collec­ 
tion takes a distinctive 
approach. Peter Conrad, for 
instance, compares the per­ 
sonal and political styles of 
the two Roosevelt presi­ 
dents, without saying much 
about the rest of the family. 
V.S. Pritchett traces four 
generations of Vanderbilts, 
from Dutch-American Jan 
Aertsen through a 1973 fam­ 
ily reunion. “By the fourth 
generation,” he writes, “the 
vivid splash of the Vander­ 
bilts was over.
